General  Housing  Conditions.-  The  general  housing  conditions  are 
not  particularly  good.  Many  houses  are  old.  and.  inconvenient  and 
there  are  a  number  of  bach  to  back  houses. 

There  is  at  general  shortage  of  houses  in  all  parts  and  although 
the  Council  Housing  Scheme  will  help  to  meet  this  shortage  to  some 
extent,  many  more  houses  are  necessary  to  overcome  the  shortage.

It  would  appear  that  our  greatest  problem  is  one  of  housing, 
shortage  of  houses  and  its  attendant  evils,  e * g.  overcrowding 


me 

and.  infantile  mortality  is  likely  to  be  a  difficulty  for  some  tim 
but  is  being  dealt  with  on  the  right  lines  and  it  is  hoped,  that 
gradually  the  supply  will  overtake  the  demand.  Until  a 
sufficiency  of  houses  is  obtained  it  is  impossible  to  deal 
adequately  with  the  present  very  marked  evil  of  overcrowding. 
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A  good  deal  has  been  done  during  the  past  5  years  to  make  the  older 
houses  more  convenient  and  to  improve  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the 
district  generally*  This  work  will  go  on  steadily  and  in  time  we 
hope  to  make  the  best  of  such  material  as  we  have,  but  in  no 
circumstances  can  the  present  stock  of  houses  be  made  fit  to  house  the 
population  in  reasonable  comfort*

Health.- 

I  have  inspected  and  examined  in  your  4  private  slaughterhouses 
650  animals  slaughtered  for  human  food.  Out  of  so  many,  nnly  two 
carcases  have  been  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
These  facts  prove  that  you  get  a  high  standard  in  quality  of  meat.  A 
mining  population  consume  more  flesh  meat  than  any  other,  therefore 
it  is  important  that  it  should  be  sound.  These  two  carcases  had 
suffered  with  Generalised  Tuberculosis  and  owned  by  the  same  butcher, 
one  on  30th.  June  and  the  other  on  30th.  December.  They  had  been 
dairy  cows  but  fortunately  they  had  not  suffered  from  tuberculosis  of 
the  udder.

carcases  of  pork  for  pig  keepers.-  Three  carcases  were  unfit  for 
human  food,  therefore  633  carcases  are  the  total.
